Get your antenna up - do you have any trees? I've got a G5RV up on my 
roof. It is L shapped - one leg follows the length of the house the other 
goes off to the top of a tree. I've got RS 10' masts holding up the 
center and one end. 


After a year or so take it down and replace the rope holding it in place. 
When you put it back up add a 10 foot section of electrical wire conduit 
pipe to the top of the mast. The neighbors don't seem to notice it's 
higher, they have grown use to it when they walk by. Do this during the 
day in the middle of the week when most people are at work.

hooked my mast and pipe together by drilling two holes through both (at

Howdy, 


This past weekend I participated in the California QSO party as a 
QRP, c.w. only station. Even though I worked every c.w. I heard, 
it was apparent from the high numbers CA stations were handing 
out that there had to be many more stations on phone. 


Even though I virtually never operate phone, the prospect of 
working more QSO's had me looking at an old microphone I picked 
up at a hamfest: a Turner +350. Upon opening the case, I found an 
internal 2-transistor amplifier. I thought to myself that this 
might be just right for driving my K-2. 


Before wiring up a new 8-pin connector, I made some tests on the 
microphone. First, my assumption was that the element was 
dynamic, but a resistance check across its terminals resulted in 
a near infinite resistance. That would indicate that the coil was 
either open, or the microphone uses another type of element 
(possibly a capacitive type). 


Next an attempt was made to power up the 2-transistor amplifier. 
A quick eyeball of the "innards" revealed a red wire from the 
coiled microphone cable to the switch; and another from the 
switch to the amplifier. A small adjustable supply was connected 
to the far end of the coiled cable between the red wire and 
ground (black). As the supply was adjusted, and as the microphone 
pushbutton was depressed, the current only rose to a few 
microamps at about 6 volts. That current seemed too low. 


This microphone may very well be a dud. But before it is 
relegated it to the local landfill, I thought I would ask if 


anyone knows the details of this particular model of microphone?

The entire problem was due to a bad solder connection on one of the lugs 
used to connect the loop to the capacitor. I never suspected this and found 
it purely by accident. When I examined the solder terminal with a magnifying 
glass I noticed that the inside was covered with some sort of white 
substance which created some sort of capacitance in line with the tuning 
cap. 


After installing a new terminal the loop tunes as designed. 


Oh by the way when looking at this connection is looked picture perfect from 
the outside.

Plus, I picked up a couple of W4RT accessories (namely the one plug power 
pack), as well as a good deal on the Collins CW filter (abt $25 less than 
other retailers). The CW filter is a necessity in my book, as without it 
the rig runs double signal (rather than single signal) reception.
